Before sending his message 
to Capitol Hill, Nixon held an 
early

Dr. Joel Sp ring, p rofessor of education at Case 
Western Reserv e 
Univ ersity ,

with sch ools altogeth er and in th eir p lace setting 
up a v oluntary sy stem of education with in 
society .
